“But when I called their attention to 
érie paper after another, ‘which I con- 
sidered worthless, or at least worth 
muth less than its face value and cer- 
tainly inadequate as collateral for the 
loan made wupen it, they opened their 
eyes to the real situation. 

“They remarked then that they hadn't 
thought things looked so squally. I 
gave them time to produce better se- 
curity for the loans. This they were un- 
able to do and there was nothing left 
for the Secretary of State’s office to do 
but close the bank.” 

St. Louis bankers who are familiar 
with the institution’s affairs say the 
depositors should realize 80 cents on the 
dollar. 

It became known Friday that the 
Barnes Medical Coliege is heavily in- 
debted to the bank. Dr. Pinckney 
French, president of the bank, also is 
head of the Barnes college. 

This loan was obtained some time ago 
and Mr. Cook thinks the collateral of- 
fered is ample to protect it.

Returned As He Said. 
He assured them that there was no 
cause for alarm over the disappearance 
of Mrs. Schrader.

“They haye ample power, if they will 
enforce their laws,” said he. “You wiil 
notice that no attorneys-general or oth- 
er State officers have been here asking 
for Federal legislation. They do not 
come, because they realize that the fault 
lies in non-enforcement of State laws.

Flurry Necessitated Removal of 
Patients From Homes to Hos- 
pitals, Now Overcrowded. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 10.—The finan- 
cial panic of last fall and the results 
have so increased the number of insane 
persons in public hospitals that Dr. Fer- 
riss, president of the State Lunacy Com- 
mission, has been led to issue a public 
statement showing the necessity for the 
immediate construction of a new hos- 
pital near New York City. 

In addition to those who have lost 
their minds following reverses, a great 


many insane persons, until recently 
cared for by their families, have been 
turned over to the State. The total 
number of insane now in State hospitals 
is 28,000. In the last year 5991 new cases 
have been admitted and 4722 of these 
came from Greater New York. i

Pinney Earle and his wife, who, when 
he had another wife, was his ‘affinity,’ 
@rrived here from Naples yesterday 
aboard the Katser Frederick der Grosse.

Earle’s fine country house at Monroe, 
Orange County, N. Y., where they first 
learned to believe that their minds are 
attuned; that they are “soul mates.”’ 

The leading citizens of Monroe who 
had before expressed their disapproval 
of Earle and. his affairs of the heart 
@nd soul determined to emphasize their 
Opinion of nim last night. Sixty strong, 
Virtuously indiginant citizens went up 
Bunset Hill on what they called a skin- 
fing expedition. 

Soon they went down Sunset Hill, 
thetr drums beating, their horns plaving, 
their rancorous voices singing ‘‘He's a 
golly good fellow,’ for they had been 
drinking the health of Earle and the 
former Julia Kuttner, paying for their 
drums with $10 which the bridegroom 
‘bad given them. By courage so calm 
that it was almost impudent, Earle had

CONSOLIDATION OF MEXICAN 
LINES APPROVED BY BANKERS 


Earnings of the Railroads Were 
Satisfactory During Recent Fin- 


ancial Depression. 

The National Railways of Mexico has 
been incorporated under a decree of the 
Mexican Government, as a holding com- 
pany in connection with a proposed con- 
solidation of the Mexican Central Rail- 
way Co. and the National Railroad of 
Mexico. 

The bankers are confident of the suc- 
cess of the undertaking, because of the 
entire absence of political interference 
with the railroads in Mexico, the _ stabil- 
ity of rates and the fully demonstrated 
earning power of the constituent com- 
panies. The railroads of Mexico have 
been able to report very satisfactory 
earnings throughout the recent months 
of financial depression both in this 
country and abroad. For January the 
gross earnings of the Mexican Central 
were $258,000 and for February $422,000 
larger than for the corresponding 
months a. year ago. 

For the first eight months of the 
present fiscal year the gross receipts 
show an increase of $4,750,000 and the 
net earnings $1,278,000. Very recently the 

earnings of the lines in the National SyYSs- 
tem have not been quite as large as for 
the corresponding periods of last year, 
but for the first eight months of the 
fiscal year they are well ahead of that 
period in the preceding year. a

Washington Sie uieccastens Are 
Opened Without Assistance 
of the Judge. 


SEE GOOD PROSPECT 








Bryan Not a Certainty, Says 
Newspaper Man at the Head 
of Bureau. 





WASHINGTON, April 10.—Headquar- 

ters of the Judge George Gray boom 
have been established in Washington. 
Neighbors and friends of Judge Gray 
are back of the movement. Its purpose 
will be dissemination of news concerning 
the effort to make the Delawarean the 
Democratic candidate for President. 
Men in charge of the bureau have is- 
sued this statement: 
“Those who are at the head of the 
movement make it plain that it is be- 
ing promoted without the aid or en- 
eouragement of Judge Gray. He has 
not said a word nor done anything that 
could be construed as seeking the nomi- 
nation. 

“Tfe maintains that it would be highly 
improper for him as a Federal Judge to 
lead or participate in such a movement. 
On the other hand, he concedes that it 
Is a proper and laudable expression of 
ambition for other candidates not so 
circumstanced to make their appeals di- 
rectly to the public. 

The bureau will be modest fn its ap- 
pointment. The small fund that !s to 
finance it comes from a few Delawore- 
ans and Pennsylvanians. Its head is 
Richard Beamish of: Philadeln*'». 2 
newspaper man and lawyer, wav is a 
personal friend of Judge Gray. 

“The establishment of the bureau ts 
the outgrowth of a steadily rising senti- 
ment tor Gray. The anthracite miners 
of Pennsylvania gave expression to it 
more than a month ago, when the 
Memocratic County Committee of Lack- 
awanna County in that State unan- 
imously declared in favor of Judge 
Gray’s nomination. The other anthra- 
cite counties fell in line, and as a re- 
sult the region which was benefitted 
immensely by Judge Gray’s adjudica- 
tion as chairman of the Anthracite 
Strike Commission will give practical 
demonstration of its gratitude in Den- 
ver. ’ 

Strong inthe South 

“The Democratic State Committee of 
Delaware gave its’ unanimous indorse- 
ment to the most prominent son of that 
State, and the selection of Gray dele- 
gates to the Denver convention from 
there is little more than a matter of 
form. 

“In the South, where Judge Gray's 
leadership of Democratic senators in the 
successful fight against the Force bill 
has not been forgotten, the Gray move- 
ment has also gained in size and mo- 
mentum daily. Southerners look upon 
him as one of themselves. Living on 
the border between North and South 
he has all his life been in touch with 
both sides, and more perhaps than any 
other public man he understands South- 
ern thought and character. 

“The whole movement for George 
Gray is now up to the Democratic vot- 
ers of the country. .While both organ- 
ized labor and capital have been 
brought together and benefited by his 
adjudications in several labor disputes, 
neither is actively interested in this 
porpaganda. The appeal is not to either 
side, but to the whole country. 

“The leaders of organized labor have 
expressed their confidence in Judge 
Gray's friendship and in his under- 
standing of their alms and work. These 
expressions have gone broadcast over 
the nation and will influence the votes 
of many delegates to the Denver con- 
vention. 

The work to be done in the Washing- 
ton Bureau will be supplemented by 
that ofa similar bureau in Judge 
Gray’s home town, Wilmington, Del. A 
league of Gray clubs fs also in process 
ef formation. The efforts of this organi- 
gation will be exerted largely in New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, New York, New 
England and the South.”’ 


Bryan Not a Certainty. 


Mr. Beamish said that the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Bryan was not by any 
means a certainty. He said that he 
Was sure, from several months’ in- 
vestigations, that these candidates 
were sure of the following states on 
the first ballot in the Denver con- 
vention: Johnson, New York, 78; Min- 
nesota, 22; total, 100; Douglas, New 
England, 82; Daniel, Virginia, 24; 
Gray, Delaware, 6; West Vir ; 
New Jersey, 24; Maryland, : 
60;.Harmon, at least oné-half of Ohlo, 
23. 

There is a total of .289 votes, and of 
these Mr. Beamish. said Bryan could 
not get one. -In addition he considérs 
that the Northwestern States are like- 
ly to z° for Johnson and that North 
Carolina, Florida and Louisiana can 
reasonably be counted states that may 
throw their vote to Judge Gray. Penn- 
Sylvania, too, is counted on by the 
Gray followers, and with these votes 
it would be impossible for Bryan to 
go into the convention with the neces- 
Sary two-thirds.

With Steamship Connections, 
He Would Thus Nearly 
Girdle the Globe. 





CHICAGO, April 10.—The acquisition 
of the Irie Railroad by E. H. Harriman 
and associates, announced to have oc- 
curred in the refunding of the interest 
notes on that line yesterday, is ac- 
cepted by Chicago magnates as evidence 
of Harriman’s consummation of the first 
part of his plan to build a world empire 
of railroads. 

Harriman’s Chicago associates confirm 
a& report, which has substantial verifica- 
tion from Wall street sources, to the 
effect that the Vanderbilt, Goelet, Astor 
and Standard’Oil interests in New York, 
and Illinois Capitalists represented by 
John J. Mitchell, are marshaled under 
the Harriman banner. Their purpose is 
‘to gain control of-the American railroad 
system and acquire as much interest as 

ssible in the Transsiberian road, built 

y the Russian Government. 

This connection of continental lines 
with American-European’ steamships 
centrolied by J. Pierpont Morgan and 
his associates, and the Seattle-Japanese 
steamers owned by Harriman, will es- 
tablish a belt line around the world. 

Control of Two Continents. 

With the Illinois Central tapping the 
Untted States transversely in its rich- 
est sections, this will give the corgbina- 
tion control of the principal railroads of 
Asia and the American continent. 

The continental American systems 
now controlled by the Harriman forces 
are. the Erie, Union Pacific, Southern 
Pacific and Illinois Central, and the 
Harriman and Morgan steamship com- 


panies. 

Rockefeller and the Russian Govern- 
ment are the principal factors in the 
Trassiberian road, now being extended 
to Bering’ Straits: from Vladivostok. 

With ue great. stretch of ra] and 
steamship routes through the wheat 
areas, tundra and mining. regions, . in- 
dustrial and commercial centers, the two 
largest countries of the world wii! be 
under the contro] of the railway min- 
ister of Russia and a coterie of Anieri- 
can capitalists.

Judge Evans is wholly justified in reminding 
the people of Missouri of the old scandalous days 
when legislation at Jefferson City was bought

The wnswer came back in 
twe hours. it was a most emphatic 
turn-down. She would not even pay 
the cablegram. I did not think she 
would ever desert fne, but all seems 
to have gone wrong, so it is a long, last 
good-by, dearest, as I have nothing left 
and have only the clothes I stand up 
fu, and am deserted by my people.

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FIRE NEAR CAPE HORN 


“Arthur Sewall,” With a Car- 
go of Coal, Was De- 
stroyed at Night.

Bpecia) to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 10.—The first 
tidings ever received here of. the steel 
ship Arthur Sewall, which sailed from 
this port on April 3, 1907, for Seattle, 
with a cargo of coal, reached here to- 
Gay when George Baker, the only one 
ot ber crew of 27 men known to be alive, 
revorted to United States Commissioner 
Smith. His story was confirmed by 


dceuments he carried, and he was 
identified by shipping masters and other 
persons in this city who knew him per- 
sonally. 

Soon after the vessel rounded Cape 
Horn evidence was discovered that the 
cargo was heated, and on the night of 
Sevt. 8 smoke was seen coming out of 
he main hateh. Flames soon‘ followed. 
The fire must have been smouldering in 
the vessel's hold fo¥ some time. Capt. 
Gatfry ordered the smal! boats to be 
lewered and everything made ready for 
ainandoning the ship. 

Drifted Away in Darkness. 

While the starboard boat was being 
lowered by Second Mate Weinberg, as- 
sisted by Baker and a man named Dix- 
on, the falls broke and the boat with its 
occupants drifted to the southward in 
the darkn&®€s. As long as the three men 
could see the fire it grew brighter, and 
there is little doubt that in a short 
time the vessel was destroyed and the 
remainder of the crew lost. 

For two days the small boat drifted 
about on the ocean, no one knew where, 
tie craft being without a compass or 
guil. On the third day out a Norwegian 
ourk, the Syvdenham, bound from Callao 
to Newcastle, New South Wales, was 
sixhted and she picked up the three 
niern and took them along to fill up a 

.. aepleted crew. 
Little Chance of Survival. 

After a 4-day pasSage the bark 
reached Newcastle, where she loaded a 
cargo of coal for Kiel, Germany. Baker 
}roceeded to Bremen and procured em- 
ployment on the North German Lloyd 
steamship, Kron Prinzessin Cecilie as a 
stoker, and on the vessel's arrival at 
New York got money enough to reach 
Philadelphia. 

The Sewall hailed from Bath, Me., and 
Ways a modern steel vessel, built at the 
vort from which she sailed. There is 
oniy a slight chance that the crew of 
the burning vessel retehed some of the 
islands in,the South Pacific Ocean, as 
the distance to be covered was too 
great for the small. boats.
